A Victory 


ND when the Bill finally 

passed through the House 
of Lords, which was not 
anxious at this stage to 
tight on an industrial Issue, 
it was hailed ox a political 
victory for Keir Hardie! 

In 1906 a revolution in 
Russia against the Czarist 
regime was suppressed by 
the Czar's government with 
executions and savage re- 
prisals that shocked the 
Western world. Soon after 
jt was announced that King 
Edward VIE was to visit the 
Crar. 

This led to protests from 
the Labour Party, In a 
heated Commons’ = scene 
Hardie declared that the 
King’s action in going to 
Russia on an official visit 
was to condone the atroci- 
ties for which the Czar 
must be held personally 
responsible. 

When King Edward read the 
report of the debate he im- 
mediately ordered that the 
names of Keir Hardie and two 
other M.P.s should be celeted 
from the list of MPs Invited 
to Royal functions, 

This did not worry Hardie 
becuuse he had never been to 
Buckingham Palace, but other 
M.P.5 took the view that the 
King had no right to do uny- 
thing which might be regarded 
ay dnterference with the rights 
of MPs. 

The Parllamentary Labour 
pu ununimously = pussed so 
resolution stating that Hardle's 
erllleisin was constitutional and 
asking that if his name was to 
be removed, from the — Royal 
Ist, so should all other Labour 
MPs. 


Name Restored 


HE resolution was sent to the 
Lord Chamberlain, King 
Edward had not expected this 
nnd later Hardie’s name was 
restored. 

At a meeting in his con- 
stituency Hardic said that per- 
sonally he had no desire to at- 
tend the Gareen Party, never 
had attended and probably 
never would do so, But he 
would not accept or allow any 
interference from the Crown 
with hig dutl¢s os a Member of 
Parliament. Since the dnys of 
Charles I the King had stood 
outside polities and if the 
King was foolish cnough to 
interfere with the politics of 
Members of Parllament it 
would be a bad day for him. 

On December 18, 1008, an
